Still  later 
came  J.Min  Nicholas  Heckman  in  the  ship  "Crawford." 
Charles  Smith  master,  from  Rotterdam,  landing  at  Phila- 
delphi.\.  Octobjr  2^^  \yh^.  As  early  as  1751-58,  Hierony- 
nuis  Heckman  lived  in  Bart  township,  Lancaster  county,  Pa. 
He  was  married  to  a  danghter  of  Mathias  Slaymaker  and 
flied  in  1784.  His  children  were  John  INIartin,  Barbara. 
F,ve,  Jacob,  Hieronynnis,  Ma.ijdalena  and  Esther.  At  the 
time  of  his  death  the  family  name  was  spelled  Rckman  and 
it  is  likelv  that  the  family  was  Scotch. 

In  theRevolntinn  and' the  events  leading  tlicreto.  it  can 
lie  accepted  as  certain  that  tiie  Heckmans,  in  common  with 
M-Jicr  (ierman  settL-rs,  played  their  i)art.,  Jacob  HecVman, 
.f  B.erks  connt>-.  F'a..  was  a  private  in  the  comjjany  of  Cap- 
lain  Henrv  Christ.  Jr..  in  tiie  Pcmisylvania  Rille  Regiment, 
a  command  orj^anized  for  the  defense  of  the  I'rovince  at  the 
suggestion  of  the  Committee  of  Safety,  I'ebruary  20.  1776, 
the  m-n  being  enli.sled  to  serve  to  Jannary  1.  177S.  subject 
to  being  discharged  at  any  time.  The  regiment  was  raised 
in  rb"U'-  six  weeks  and  rendezvoused  at  Marcus  Hook.  Oi; 
!nly  2,  1771'),  it  was  ordered  to  Phila<lelphia,  when  the  num- 
ber'of  olliccrs  and  men  in  Christ's  comi)any  rcportcfl  on  duty 
were  62.  ;\farciiing  to  Bordentown  on  the  4th  and  to  Tren- 
t.  )n  on  the  5th.  the  regiment  proceeded  on  to  .\mboy,  under 
i.rdcr-  to  join  Cencral  Mercer,  which  it  acc'^ml)lished  by 
the  iCtlh.  On  .\ii-usl  10  the  comn.i.and  was  ordereil  to  X'.w 
\'ork  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General  Lord  Stirl- 
mg  and  l'>ok  part  in  the  battle  of  Long  Island.  August  27. 
1776,  in  which  engagement  the  regiment  was  so  badly 
broken  up  that  General  Washington  ordered  the  three  b.at- 
talions  to  Ije  considered  as  a  regiment  and  placed  under  the 
i.>intnand  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Daniel  Broadliead  until 
further  orders.   Colonel   Miles  having  been   among  those 


l.dlcd  in  the  .•,cli..n.  On  Septcnbcr  27.  177^,  ihcse  battalions 
were  m  General  .Milllu's  brigade  and  stationed  at  Mt  'W-.sli- 
mgton.  By  ;,  rearrangement.  October  ^.  Chrisi's  cnipanv 
became  the  Seventh  in  the  regiment  aft -rward  known  as  >ho

There  were  two  Hick- 
man.s  in  Allegheny  county.  .\<lam,  whose  family  coniposetl 
himself,  four  males  under  lO  and  two  females,  and  Peter, 
wliose  domicile  contained  two  males  over  16.  one  male  under 
16.  and  one  female.  There  were  seven  Hickman  families 
in  Chester  county.  That  of  Dedricii,  of  Charlestown  town- 
sliip,  co:is:sting  of  himself,  two  males  under  16,  and  two  fe- 
males; of  -Moses,  of  East  Bradford  township,  two  males 
over  16.  one  under  that  age.  and  four  females;  William, 
Kennet  towns'iip,  four  males  over  t6,  two  under.- and  five 
femalrs;  Thomas,  Thornbury  township,  five  males  over  16, 
five  under,  aiul  three  feinales;  James,  West  Cain  township, 
one  male  over  16,  four  under  16,  and  three  females:  Benja- 
min, W'csttown  township,  two  over  16,  four  under  that  age, 
and  six  females;  and  Joseph  and  Francis,  who  apparently 
lived  in  one  house  in  Westtown  townslii]),  and  whose  fann'ly 
comprised  tliemselves  and  three  females.

}iicknian.  of  Liltle  Bri;;iin  tow  nsliip,  in  the  same  conniv,

I:i  .Xurtbampton  county  t'-erj  were  fr^nr  llickmans  and  two 
n  i!<en:ans  enum;"ratc<i.  (jeorge  Hickn-an.  of  Lehigli  town- 
sinp,  that  county,  liad  but  liim-c:f.  wife  and  son  under  16, 
while  J"hn  Hickman  of  M"ore  t'lv.ns'iip.  hatl  a  faniilv  of 
two  mrile-  over  16.  two  under.  .-;•:.]  five  fenuilcs.  In  .\llen 
••r.vns'iip.  same  crninly,  lived  ni-l.icricii  Hickman,  whose 
fniuih-  comprised  hims.df,  iliree  n-alc^  nnder  i'')  and  two 
1en)ales.  In  the  latter  townshijy  ;;!-  ■  re-idel  au'l  were  rc- 
(urded,  an  .-\dam  Hickman  and  an  Adan;  Hake'iian.  t!ie  for- 


mer with  a  family  of  two  niales  >.vcr  16.  three  under,  and 
four  females,  and  tiie  last  named  wiih  a  family  .if  one  over 
16,  one  miller,  aud  lour  temalcs.  In  .Mien  iown.ship  also 
lived  George  llakeman.  with  two  niales  imiler  id  and  three 
females.  In  (iernianlouu,  Piiiladepliia.  Barbara  Hickm.ai 
lived  alone,  while  in  the  Xorthern  Liberties,  l'liila<!eli>'.iia. 
were  Benjamin  and  Xicholas  Hickman,  the  first  with  a 
faniilv  of  one  male  over  16,  t)nc  under  16,  and  six  female> 
and  the  second  with  liim.self,  one  male  umler  lO.  and  two 
females  to  account  for.  Sclby  Hickman  was  a  tailor  on 
Spruce  street.  Philadelpliia.  at  this  time  and  Robert  Hick- 
man, a  resident  of  Washington  county,  with  a  family  of  one 
male  over  16,  oie  under,  and  three  females,  while  William 
Hickman,  al.so  of  Washington  county,  had  but  himself,  son 
r.nd  wife.  In  York  townshii),  York  county,  there  was  a 
John  Hickman,  whose  family  consisted  of  himself,  two 
niales  under  16  and  one  female.  Last,  but  probably  not  tise 
least,  in  South  Huntington  township,  Wesfiioreland  county, 
dwelt  a  Hickman  whose  given  name  is  not  recorded  in  t'le 
census  and  who  was  designated  as  ''Mr.,"  his  household  con- 
sisting of  himself  and  four  females.  These  statistics  are 
not  without  interest  in  themselves  and  are  paniculariy  sig- 
nificant as  indicating  the  broad  scope  covered  by  the  Heck- 
man  family  in  establi>hing  themselves  in  Pennsylvania. 

Some  time  before  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century, 
certainly  before  the  coming  of  John  Peter  Heckmann  to 
Pennsylvania  in  174?^.  Thomas  Hickman,  of  German  ex-- 
traction,  had  settled  in  X'irginia.  He  married  Sarah  Sander- 
si)n,  and  his  .son,  \\'illiani.  famous  in  his  day  as  a  Baptist 
clergyman,  was  born  in  King  an.  1  Que  mi  Co.,  \'a.,  Feb.  j. 
1747.  Both  parents  died  while  William  1  licknian  was  a  cliiM. 
leaving  him  and  a  young  daughter  to  the  care  of  their 
granduDther.  Mr.  Hccknian  united  with  the  Baptist  clnncli 
'"  ^77^'  and  was  licensed  to  preach  in  I77''>.  .\fier 
visiting  Kentucky  earlier  in  the  year,  where  he 
preached  the  first  sermon  in  the  new  settle- 
ment. In  1784  he  settled  in  I'-ayette  county. 
Ky.,  and   founded  maiiv  churches  in   Ktntuckv.     .\n  inci- 
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(lent  in  which  he  was  concerned  will  illustrate  tlie  strictness 
of  tliscipline  among  LJaplists  at  that  period.  A  vounj;  lady, 
the  daughter  of  C'^Ioncl  Ilaskins  and  aftcrwartl  the  wife  of 
Edward  Trabue,  was  arraigned  hjfore  the  church  at  Skin- 
(jnarter  "for  wearing  stays,  they  being  fasliionable  at  that 
time.  She  was  truly  A  meek  and  pious  young  lamb,"  wrote 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Hickman,  "f  jilead  her  cause  and  saved  her."' 
Mr.  Hickman  was  twice  niarrial  and  raised  many  children. 
His  eldest  son,  William,  who  was  born  in  Virginia,  June  i, 
1768,  and  died  at  his  home  in  Franklin  county,  Ky.,  Decem- 
ber 24.  1845,  was  for  more  than  forty  years  the  pastor  of 
South  Benson  Church.  Another  of  his  sons  was  Captain 
I'aschal  Hickman,  who  was  killed  in  the  massacre  at  the 
River  Raisin,  January  22,  181,^.  He  led  a  party  of  spies 
under  (Jeneral  Wayne,  1794-95.  was  a  Captain  of  Kentucky 
Volunteers' under  Colonel  William  Lewis  in  1812,  and  was 
wounded  in  the  action  with  the  Britisii  and  Idians  at  French- 
town,  being  killed  by  the  savages  in  the  slaugliter  that, took 
place  three  days  afterward.  The  father,  William  Hickman, 
Sr.,  the  pioneer,  died  in  Kentucky  in  1830.  Two  other  m;ni- 
bers  of  the  Hickman  family  also  distinguished  themselves 
in  the  Baptist  ministry.  The  first  of  these  was  Jesse  Lee 
Hickman  who  was  born  at  Saulsbury,  N.  C,  in  178^1  and 
ilied  in  .Allen  county.  Ky.,  March  23,  1850.  The  other  was 
his  nephew,  John  W.  Hickman,  who  was  born  in  Hickman 
county,  Ky.,  in  1819  anrl  died  in  1S50.  It  is  also  worthy  of 
note  that  Hickman  count)-,  Ky.,  was  named  in  honor  of  Cap- 
tain Paschal  Hickman,  son  of  the  Rev.  William  Hickman, 
Sr. 

.\iuong  the  proniiiient  re])rcssntatives  of  the  family  in 
I'cnnsvlvania,  jirobably  none  attained  greater  distinction 
than  John  Hickman,  noteworthy  as  a  lawyer  and  statesman. 
He  was  born  in  Chester  county.  Pa..  September  ii,  iSio, 
and  died  in  West  Chester,  Pa.,  March  23,  1875.  He  was 
educated  by  private  tutors,  read  law  in  West  Chester,  and 
was  there  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1832.  He  acquired  reputa- 
tion in  bis  profession  and  as  a  political  speaker,  and  in  1854 
he  was  elected  to  Congress  as  a  Democrat  in  a  strong  Whig 


district.  He  was  re-elected  in  1856,  changed  his  views  on 
the  slaverv  (luestion,  was  again  elected  in  1858  as  a  Douglas 
Democrat  bv  a  largo  majority  over  both  the  regular  nomi- 
nees, and  became  a  leader  on  the  side  of  the  Xortli.  acquiring 
a  national  repute  through  his  brilliant  spe:;clic>.  In 
i860  he  w;;s  a  candidate  for  the  Republican 
nomination  for  the  vice-presidency.  He  was  again 
elected  to  Congress  in  i860  as  a  Republican  and  was  ilie 
first  to  propose  in  Congress  the  freeing  of  the  slaves  and  iIic 
enlisting  of  negro  soldiers.  At  the  close  of  liis  fourth  Con- 
gressional term  he  declined  a  re-election  and  with  the  ex- 
ception of  a  single  term  in  the  Pennsylvania  Legi.slatr.re. 
passjd  the  rest  of  his  life  at  his  home  in  West  Chester.  .\n- 
other  Hickman  who  at  one  time  commanded  attention  at  tV.e 
National  Capital  was  Robert  S.  Hickman,  who  was  born  in 
1813  and  died  in  Washington,  D.  C.  September  2,  1873. 
His  career  was  in  its  way  a  parallel  with  that  of  the  famous 
Beau  Brummel.  A  native  of  Virginia  or  Maryland,  he  wint 
to  Washington  about  the  time  of  the  Mexican  \\"ar  and  so.in 
became  not:d  there  for  the  elegance  of  his  tlress  and  m;!n- 
ners,  acquiring  the  name  of  "Beau''  Hickman.  Pie  was  on 
familar  terms  with  many  public  men  and  in  later  lite  en- 
tertained many  visitors  in  Washington  with  his  remiv.is- 
csnces  and  anecdotes,  and  subsisted  liy  means  of  trifl'ng 
sums  that  he  pretended  to  borrow  from  his  hearers,  a  sad 
termination  to  a  brilliant  past. 

Cliarles  Adam  Hecknian,  a  descendant  of  Jacob  Heckman, 
of  the  Revolution,  was  born  in  Faston,  Pa.,  Dec.  3,  1822. 
and  w.^s  graduated  at  Minerva  Seminary,  in  his  native  town, 
'in  1837.  In  the  war  with  Mexico  he  served  as  sergeant  in 
the  First  United  States  Voltigeurs.  -He  was  commissioned 
Captain  in  the  First  Penn.sylvania  Regiment.  April  20.  iS'ii. 
became  Major  of  the  Qth  New  Jersey.  October  3.  was  ]iro- 
moted  to  Lieutenant-Colonel,  December  3,  and  to  Colonel 
February  10,  1862.  He  was  made  a  Brigadier-General  of 
Volunteers,  November  29,  1862.  He  .served  in  Burnside's 
expedition  to  North  Carolina  and  afterward  in  the  Army  of 
the  James,  being  wounded  at  Newbern  anil  Young's  Cross 


l\oads.  ^>■.  C.  and  I'mt  Walthall,  Va.  lie  conmiaiulcd  the 
(k'fenccs  I  if  Xdifolk  and  rortsnionth,  Va..  in  the  win'.ev  "f 
1863-64.  and  at  Dreury's  Dliiff.  Va.,  May  16,  1S64.  he  was 
captured  after  his  brigade  had  five  times  repe'lcd  a  suneriur 
force  of  Confederates.  He  was  taken  to  Libhy  prison  and 
ifterward  to  Macon,  Ga..  and  Charleston.  S.  C,  where  he 
was  one  of  the  fifty-one  officers  that  were  placed  under  fire 
<.f  th.e  .\'at!i  uul  gnns.  He  was  exchanged  on  .\ugust  J5. 
c  innn.inded  the  iSth  Corps  at  tlie  capture  ni  Fort  Harrison. 
Chapin's  BhilT,  and  th.e  25th  Corps  in  January  and  February, 
1.S65.  He  resigned  when  the  war  was  over.  May  .25,  186^, 
;ind  in  1887  was  a  resilient  of  Phillip.shurg,  X.  J.,  where  lie 
served  as  a  nieuiber  of  the  Board  of  Education. 
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.\LBRECHT  HRC-KM.\X,  the  emigrant  ancestor  of  the 
Heck-ninn  family  of  l-'ranklin  cr)nnty.  Pa.,  was  born  in  the 
Palatinate,  (lermany.  May  22.  ijt,2.  and  died  in  Guilford 
townsliij).  l-'ranklin  cinnty,  Pa.,  .Ma)-  30,  1S04.  He  emi- 
grated to  Pennsylvania  on  tlie  sliip  "l',eulah."  Captain 
Uichey,  sailing  from  Rotterdam  and  landing  at  Pliilad.^^l])'.iia. 
Septeiv.her  ro,  17.5.V  It  is  i)rnbal)le  that  he  remained  in 
Eastern  Pennsylvania  for  a  brief  period,  hut  he  among  the 
early  settlors  of  the  Cumberland  Valley  and  bought  the  farm 
which  became  the  Heckman  homestead  in  Guilford  town- 
ship. Cumberland,  now  I'ranklin  c(junty,  I'ebruary  15.  177:. 
This  land  adjoined  the  plantation  of  Frederick  Croft,  whose 
son,  David  Croft,  was  the  hr 'tlicr-in-law  by  marriage  of 
Heckman's  two  sons.  .Michael  and  Henry.  The  Heckman 
bonistcad  was  surveyetl  to  Samuel  Howard  and  William 
I-'orsyth,  Octoljer  21,  1749.  Forsyth  was  killed  by  the  In- 
dians in  1759  and  was  the  first  person  buried  in  Falling 
.Spring  Presbyterian  graveyard.  His  grave  is  on  the  spot 
where  he  fell  and  his  tombstone  is  still  standing.  The  fann 
was  sold  by  Forsyth's  father.  John  For.syt'i.  ro 
Patrick  Jack  in  1761.  and  by  Patrick  and  James 
Jack      to  jiAm      Irwin        in      176J.       .\bout      the      time 


the  land  was  sold  to  tlie  J.'icks.  Patrick  Jack  w?ni 
to  Xortli  Carolina,  where  he  was  on;  of  the  pronnMers  i.if  the 
^lecklenhurg  Declaration  of  Independence,  as  John  Jack, 
son  of  his  brother.  Jam.'s,  was  one  of  the  pro;  onndcrs  of 
the  Hannasburg  Declaration  of  Independence  in  Westmore- 
land county.  Pa.  The  Heckman  homestead,  which  Mr. 
Heckman  bo\ight  from  Irwin,  was  situated  north  of  the 
present  Withersp-oon  and  Miller  farms.  By  a  ileed  dated 
April  18,  1788,  .Mbrccht  Heckman  sold  a  part  of  his  land  t" 
Michael  Ralfsnider.  This  tract  was  bought  by  Ralf snider 
for  his  son.  John,  who  was  also  the  son-in-law  of  Heckman. 
and  to  whom  it  was  conveyed  simultaneously  with  the  cui- 
veyance  of  .\lhrecht  Heckman  to  Michael  Rall-nider. 
Heckman  retained  1.24^'  acres  of  the  original  Heckman 
homestead,  which,  after  his  death,  were  taken  by  his  eldest 
.-on,  Michael,  in  proceedings  in  partition  in  the  Or!)han>' 
Court  of  Franklin  county.  ^Ir.  Heckman  was  enrolled  in 
Captain  William  Fiiulley's  company,  C-umberland  County 
.\ssociators,  in  1777  and  later  with  Captain  James  Young's 
company  of  the  .\ssociators.  It  is  not  definitely  |;roved  but 
it  is  probable  ti^at  he  served  a  tour  of  duty  umlcr  (Japtain 
Young  in  1778.  Heckman's  name  is  variously  s;>elled  in  dit- 
terent  public  docimients  and  other  records.  In  the  roll  of 
Captain  Young's  cumpany,  as  printed  in  the  ■"Ponrsylvani'! 
.Archives."  it  is  .-Mbert  Hickman  and  the  same  nam.;,  with 
the  same  spelling,  is  applied  to  him  in  the  first  United  States 
census  in  1790.  In  the  deed  of  1788  to  Michael  Ralfsnider. 
it  is  .-Mbright  Hickman  but  the  signature  to  the  deed  is  writ- 
ten in  German.  In  the  absence  of  the  original  deed,  the  e.Kart 
spelling  of  the  name  in  (lerman  can  not  be  det;rnn'ne'l.  as  the 
tracing  in  the  copy  in  the  oftice  of  the  Recorder  of  Deeds  is 
r.ncertain.  The  name  is  also  All)right  Hickman  in  the  ori- 
ginal deed  from  Irwin  to  Heckii'an,  February  l,.  1771.  Mr. 
Heck-man  was  a  member  of  the  Grindestone  Hill  Lutheran 
Church,  in  the  graveyard  of  which  he  was  buried.  The  in- 
scription on  his  tombstone,  as  translated  by  the  Rev.  David 
H.  Focht.  for  his  history  of  the  church  in  1854.  is  .-^s 
follows; 


"Here  rests  the  boily  of  our  deceased  brother,   Al- 
brecht  Heckniaii.  who  was  Ixini   on   the   22d  of   May, 
1732,  and  (bed   on  tiie   30th   of   May,    1S04,   aged   72 
years." 
The  name  of  Alljrecht  Hccknian's  wife  was  Catharine.  In 
tlie  deed  to  Ralfsnider  in  178S  her  name  was  written  Cat- 
train  by  another  hand  than  her  own.
